As tho result of a conference with sevoral 
other gentlemen at hie cllico, Mr. A. C. 
Flumorfolt, president of the Board of Trade, 
yeatorday afternoon called together a meet- 
ing in the Board of Trade rooms to disouss 
tho question of tho unemployed and to take 
necessary stops to relievo tho tliatreas pre- 
vailing among tho poorer class in the city. 
Though hurriedly summoned, fully forty 
woll-known gentlemen assembled, and 
showed by tho hearty manner in which they 
took part in tho proceedings, tho general 
desire to aot in hurmony to the best advan- 
tage on tho subject of getting work for tho 
unemployed. 

Mayor Tongue having taken the chair and 
Mr. Bostock having been appointed secre- 
tary, Mr. Flunierfelt explained the purposes 
for which the meeting had been convened. 
Ho pointed out that it was apparent to all 
that cases of destitution existed at present 
in tho city, that those out of employment 
would gladly avail themselves of a chance 
to work, and that it was necessary to pro- 
vido something for them to do. Ho sug- 
gested that tho improvement of tho streets 
and park in tho city was work that might 
be made available. 

Rev. S. Cleaver, Rev. Canon Beanlands 
and Rev. W. H. P. Arden wero fully in 
accord with Mr. Flumorfelt's remarks, and 
instances coming under their individual 
notice wero given. 

Tho Mayor and Messrs Rithot, Connon, 
Burnes, Mason and several others gavo their 
views on thomatterand the sense of tho meet- 
ing finally resolved into a resolution by Mr. 
Runouf, that tlie City Council should hasten 
forwurd the work upon streets and tho park, 
and that employment breaking rock for 
macadamising sliould be given. 

It waB decided that applicants for work be 
roferred to tho City Hall and that a commit- 
tee composed of Messrs A. IT. Scaife, W. 
H. Mason, Bostock, Gordon, Joshua Davies 
and St. Barb bo appointed to act in con- 
junction with the City Council to investi- 
gate cases coming up for rolief. 

The committeo meet to-day at 1 o'clock 
in Mr. Joshua Davies' oih'eo to arrange 
matters with and to prepare for a systematic 
canvass of the city. 

Aid. Munn is interesting himself with a 
view to securing municipal action for tho 
relief of tho unemployed, and had this 
resolution prepared to niovo at last night's 
Council mooting, seconded by Aid. Baker : 
nit His Worship the Mayor be requested 
to call a special meeting of tho Council at 
an early dato for the purpose of considering 
a means of tomporury relief for the unem- 
ployed in tho city who are in needy circum- 
stances, and with a viow to co operuting 
with a committeo of citizens for that pur- 
pose." It being found that the usual notice 
would bo required the motion was not pre- 
sented, hut Mayor Teugue states that he 
will call tho meeting as suggested. 

Tho American hotel, Yates streets, will 
bo open from 10 o'clock this morning for tho 
purpose of distributing clothing, boot;) and 
shoe3, etc., to tho needy and tho unem- 
ployed.

DIVISIONAL COURT. 

(Presont: Sir Matthew negbio, C. J., Drako 
and McCreight, J.J.) 
Varrellman v. Phcenix — This was an ap- 
peal from tho judgment of tho Hon. Mr. 
Walkem, before whom tho case was tried 
with u special jury, nonsuiting tho plaintiff 
on tho ground that he had not produced 
Buflicicnt evidence of wrongful dismissal to 
go to the jury. Mr, Bodwoll, for the de 
fence, took tho preliminary objeotion that 
the appeal did not lio to the Divisional 
court, because tho nonsuit was a final 
judgment. This objeotion was ovor-ruled, 
the court holding that the Divisional court 
had a aubstantivo jurisdiction by the terms 
of tho Supremo Court Act, concurrent with 
the Full court, to hear all motions for now 
trials. The ovidonco adduced by the plain- 
tiff at the trial was that W. P. Sayward, as 
president of tho company, had written let- 
ters to tho plaintiff, notifying him of tho 
amalgamation of tho Phcunix and Victoria 
Browerics. According to appointment lho 
plaintiff mot Sayward, Gowen and Loewon 
at tho browery, when the keys which he 
held as browmuster wore demanded of him. 
by Mr. Loowen. Ho was told at the 
samo time that tho brewmaster of • the 
Victoria brewory would bo in charge of the 
new concern, to which would be transferred 
the stock and property of the Phcooix 
brewery. The plaintiff told Say ward if tho 
er would givo him, the plaintiff, his 
word that a settlement would bo effected 
as regarded his contract, ho would givo up 
the keys. Ho repeated the etatoment to 
Gowen and then handed over the keys. Mr. 
Gowen told plaintiff that tho directors had 
deputed him to make a settlement if possi- 
ble, and ho offered a thousand dollars. Mr. 
Saywurd, in his evidence, said thai ho wrote 
the letter referred to at the requeat of the 
board of directors. Ho thought that Mr. 
Gowan was authorized by the di- 
rectors to make a settlement with 
the plaintiff if possible. Mr. R. Cassidy 
for the plaintiff, supported the motion for a 
now trial, and Mr. E. V. Bodwoll appeared 
for the defendant company. Argument 
will be resumed this morning.

Another Scheme to Get Over tho Difficulties In 
tho Way of Mr. Gladstone's Measure. 

Londok, Jan. 29. — Tho Speaker which 
gavo the first reliable forecast of Gladstone's 
Homo Rule bill, gives from what it terms a 
trustworthy source the outlines of a scheme 
for Homo Rule propoied from the headquar- 
ters of Unionism aud favored by eminent 
Tories. This scheme, the Spoaker says, is 
now under consideration by both sections of 
the Irish party, with a view to making it a 
Unionist plan for Bolving the question at the 
next general election. TheBO proposals are: 
Abolition of tho castle aud lord lieutenancy ; 
tho formation of five great national councils, 
two for England, one each for Ireland, Scot- 
land and Wales; the endowment of n Catho- 
lic university for Ireland, and the establish- 
ment of four Provincial councils in Ireland 
similar to tho English County councils. Tho 
Speaker calls it a during and very ingenious 
scheme, well baitod, ospecially for English 
and Roman Catholic consumption, but, it 
asks, what will the Ulster men, old Tories 
and fanatical Liberal Unionsts think of it ? 



' SEALING REGULATIONS. 

Difficulties in tho Way of Currying Out the 
lielirlnp; Sea Tribunal Sugtosilons. 

Washington City, Jan. 29. — As the 
time approaches for putting into force the 
regulations to protect seal life in Behring 
Sea it becomes more evident that it will be 
difficult to make regulations to conform with 
the recommendations of the Hehring Sea 
tribunal. The condition is that tho United 
States and Great Britain, even by agree- 
ment and co-operation, cannot protect seal 
life beyond tho three-mile limit of land and 
islands, except against their own citizens, 
under their own 11 ig. Most of tho depreda- 
tions can bo stopped, but if these vessels 
can sail under the Korean Hag or that 
of any other nation not a party to the 
agreement they cannot bo prevented from 
pursuing pelagic sealing. Neither can citi- 
zens of natiotiB not a party to the agreement 
bo molested. The main task in the prepar- 
ation of tho regulations is, therefore, secur- 
ing an ugreei:ieut. from other nations not to 
allow thoir flags to bo used to protect depre- 
dators.

NANAIMO. 

Nanaimo, Jan. 29. — A terrible fatality 
occurred at Nanaimo Bay yesterday morn- 
ing, resulting in the death of a wealthy 
young Italian, Dominico, Morello, a resi- 
dent of Nanaimo for several years pa8t and 
well known in Victoria. Morello was out 
shooting and tripped over a log, tho loaded 
rifle he waa carrying in his hand being dis- 
charged. The bullet penetrated his bowels, 
paaaing through his body, coming out at 
his shoulder. Death was not instantaneous, 
and he was picked up by his companions in 
an uuconacious condition and conveyed 
home. Medical aid waa Bent for immedi- 
ately, but the unfortunato man expired at 
1:30 a.m. Morello was a comparatively 
young man, married, and leivea three little 
children. He owned considerable proporty 
in town, includiug the Palace hotel, as well 
as property in Victoria. The deceased was 
very popular among- his countrymen hero, 
and waa well liked by tho community gen- 
erally. This is the second accident of the 
kind that has occurred ut Nanaimo re- 
cently. 

Coroner Walkem held an inquest this morn 
ing. The jury found a verdict of "aociden 
tal death." Tho funeral takes . place 
to-morrow afternoon under tho auspices of 
Black Diamond Lodge I. 0.

Myera represented himself 
as devoutly religious, but Chief Kelly, on 
investigation, concluded that he was trying 
to make profit out of Zink'a weakness, and 
advised him to leavo tho city with all con 
venient hasto. Myera took the advice, and 
is said to be in Seattle.

Holton havo been employed for tho last Bix 
woeka building a cribwork wing in the 
Narrowa, betwoen tho Uppor and Lower 
Arrow lakes, to aid navigation. Tho pier 
reachea out 200 feet from tho weatorn bank 
and is designed to divert the stream into 
what is now a shallow channel, so as to 
straighten tho courao of tho river and also 
to obviato tho awiftnesa of the current at 
tho bond.

THE KAISER'S ANNIVERSARY. 

Reception at the Palace— Military Kestlvltles 
—Imperial Prize for Classical 
Art Study. 

London, Jan. 29.— At tho reception in 
tho Whito hall in honor of tho Kaiser's 
birthday, Chancellor Caprivi waa tho first 
to approach the throno, and as ho stepped 
before the Emperor tho latter extonded his 
hand with the greatest cordiality and re 
mainod in conversation with him for some 
minutes. Among tho former ministers who 
attended was Count Herbert Bismarck, and 
it is generally expected that ho will bo ap- 
pointed to Borne post of inlluenco. Tho 
schools, both public and privato, through- 
out tho empire, colobrated tho holiday. AH 
tho cabinet ministers, public otiiciula, 
judges, municipal officers, members of tho 
Beiohstag and Diet, numoroua societies, and 
especially the soldiers' associations, in addi- 
tion to privato citizens, gavo dinners iu 
honor of tho event. Tho day was also 
celebrated in the principal barracks of Ber- 
lin, whore tho soldiers wero feasted by tho 
otiicers and wero afterwards given a night 
off. A majority of tho soldiers, however, 
attended the balls given at all the barrackB, 
and in which the officers of tho different 
roiriments alao took part. 

In connection with tho Emperor's birth- 
day the semi-official Reichanzoiger published 
a cabinet order, addreBaed by tho Emperor 
to thoMinister of Education announcing His 
Majoaty'a intention of giving an annual 
prizo of 1,000 marks for tho study of 
olaasical art amonj., German artists, tho sub 
joct for competition to bo selected each year 
by tho Emperor, who will present tho prizi 
to tho successful artist on Hia Majesty's 
birthday. Tho subjeot chosen for the our 
rent year ia " restoration of the Roman 
head now in tho Berlin musoum." 

Tho Post learns that tho Emperor has pre- 
sented Bismarck with some cloth in order 
that the latter may have a grey military- 
overcoat made such aB His Majesty wears. 
Herr Krupp, iu honor of tho birthday of the 
Emperor and tho lattot'a reconciliation with 
Bismarck, has presented tho town of Eiaen 
with 100,000 marks, which will bo devoted 
to founding a charitable institution. With 
tho Emperor's permission this institution 
will bo called tho " Emperor Willian 11 
and Princo Bismarck Institution."

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THE LAST CHAPTER 



Iu the Huntington Tragedy— Stroebel 
to Expiate His Crime 
This Morning. 



His 



Petition for Executive Clemency 
and Plans to 
Escape. 



Albsrt J. Stroebel will at 82o'clock this 
morning Buffer the extromo penalty of the 
law for the murder of John Marshall) of 
Huntington, on April 19, lust. The execu- 
tion will take place iu the smaller jail yard, 
whero Sproule sevon years ago gave up his 
Hfo in satisfaction of the demand of justice. 
Arrangements are now complote for the 
fearful coremony which will close ono of the 
moat remarkablo chapters in tho criminal 
history of Canada. 

During his last few days of lifo tho con- 
demned man has changed greatly, seeming 
to more thoroughly realize his awful 
position, nnd spending tho groater 
portion of his time cloBoted with 
his spiritual adviser, one of the priests 
of the Roman Cutholio church, who will be 
with him to the last. Until a week or so 
ago he had hopes, not of a pardon or a re- 
prieve so much us of his ability to escape 
with tho aid of friends outsido the prison 
walls. Ho was continually on tho alert, and 
succeeded in formulating two distinct and 
feasible schemes, the carrying out of either 
of which was to regain him his free- 
dom. Tho first was described in a long 
letter, dated December 31, which he suc- 
ceeded in passing to hia brother— as thoy 
thought unobserved— during the latter's 
first visit to hi3 cell. Tho brother 
Btealthily conveyed it to his pockot, 
but had no opportunity to read it, 
much leas primp it purport, aa it 
waB taken from him by tho mi nd, who hud 
quietly notod the entire proceeding, before 
he left the jail The lettor was accompanied 
with an elaborate plan of the j.iil and jail 
yard, worked out in detail, und also on 
brown paper, and in his introduction 
Stroebel explained that if his " brothers and 
Ristors would only work together tho scheme 
would work out us slick ua a field onion." 
His first demand was that his frienda ar- 
range to pua-< iu to him a keyhole saw, knife, 
bit and gimlet. With these ho declared 
his ability to got through the coll. 
Then tho bricks iu the wall wore to bo re- 
moved, and after he hud crawled through 
tho hole so made Stroebel promised to re- 
placo them so that the work would have tho 
appearance of having been done from tho 
inside entirely, and no collusion bo sus- 
pected. Tho plan detailed tho exact thick- 
ness of tho wall ; how tho bricks wore laid ; 
whero the guards were ; the manner of the 
window fastenings, etc. Twelve midnight 
was the hour sot for the escape, and the let- 
ter closed with the comment, " I'll never 
allow them to put tho rope around my 
neck." 

" I don't think they'll look for me long or 
far," Stroebel wrote, " probably not longer 
than this winter. I can go awuy and havo 
my leg cut off and get a cork one, and grow 
a moustache, and they could never identify 
me, and in a year or so we'd all bu as happy 
together as ever." 

As an altern'ttivo Stroebel suggested, " if 
you don't like to help me cut my way out, 
or are afraid to take a hand in the game, 
just pass a revolver through to mo with the 
other things; I'll give my solemn promise 
not to use ltunleHa itH absolutely necesaary." 

Tho second scheme was developed during 
the week following, and tho letter outlining 
it dated tho 4th January. It also wus 
passed to tho brother and taken from him. 
The second plun was to havo the brother 
throw a rope painted dead white over the 
whitewashed wall and provido a horso out- 
sido and a sloop, provisioned for two weeks 
at least, tho latter to bo somewhere 
near Oak Bay. Stroohel promised 
to do the rest. Both projects for escape 
coming to naught, he completed his petition 
for executive clemency on the 7th January, 
and it was forwarded to Ottawa together 
with all other papers and documents bearing 
on the case. This last, and only official 
statement of how tho crime was committed, 
is given below. It is palpably full of false- 
hoods, and evidently written, ub Stroebel'a 
former confessions wore made, not to contain 
the truth but to fit and explain damning 
ovidences of tho doomed man's guilt : 

" Aa you know that tho sentence that 
now lies upou me ia death, I come to you by 
explaining my cubb to you for mercy. It ia 
not for myself altogether that I am to usk 
you for mercy, it ia principally for my dear 
brothers and sisters, and as I wus young 
and didn't know anything about the lav/ is 
the reason I fought my case as I did. I had 
never read anything about law nor had I 
over been in any placo where I had heard 
anything about It, only that if a man had 
the most awful misfortune to kill another 
man in self-defence, or in cold blood, ho 
would be hung for it just the same, and so I 
though* lhat there w.nti'r. any other way 
but to s-iy that I didn't do it, and that's 
tho reason I went astray. 

"I will tell you ju*t exactly how the 
thing happened, and thou may God be with 
you in deciding it. I am most awful willing 
to take any other puniahmont that you are 
willing to give me, if you will juat save my 
life from bringing such a day upon my dour 
brothers und sisters. I have two most lov- 
ing Bisters and three brothers, besides rny- 
aelf. My aiBters are both younger than 
myself ; one of them is seventeen and the 
other is nineteen years old. One of my 
brothers ia older than I am ; ho ia twenty- 
three years old, and I will he twenty-one on 
tho twelfth of this present month, and tho 
other two boys are younger than ua all — one 
ia twelve years old and the other is fourteen. 
And aa you know that tho day that I am to bo 
executed is a day that they will mivcr forget, 
and for that purpose I come to you with 
all of my heart for uny other punishment 
which you cun give me if you will ju3t only 
turn tho sentence which now lies upon me 
off. I will tell you all about tho case, and 
may God help you to decido on it, ia tho 
most merciful wish and prayer of Albert. 
This is tho way that tho thing happened, aa 
I will toll you now : 

" I wont to John Marshall's houao that 
evening about six o'clock, for to get a bridle 
which ho had of mine, and when coming to 
tho houao I found that ho wus not in, so I 
waited until ho camo homo so ub ho could 
give my bridle, which was about half an 
hour, and then ho wanted mo to go iu part- 
nora with him on a. ditch which he wanted 
to take, and kept me talking until after 
dark ; and then he had supper pretty near 
ready and ho asked mo to stay and havo sup- 
per with him, and I dono so ; and then ho 
uskod mo if I was going to Blair's 
to help him to do oomo logging on 
tho noxt day, und I told him I was; and 
then ho wanted mo to bring him a shovel 
from Somas City for him -ua I wua coming 
out past his pluce tho next morning, so I 
told him I would; and then ho said that I 
haven't got any small change, but you can 
tako this and bring mo tho change what you 
got back in tho morning. S8 I said all 
right, und then ho gave mo a purso with a 



ten dollar bill in and a few pieces of silver. 
And after finishing eating supper, I woa a- 
going to go homo when a conversation took 
pluce about three girls, which ho mentioned, 
and after talking about them for fifteen 
(minutes ?) or so ho accused me of ill-using 
them, and then I told him that I had not. 
And then ho kept on talking about me und 
one of tho girlB terrible hard when it wasn't 
so; and then I said, well Marshall I am 
tired of hearing you talk ao; I gueaB I will 
go homo beforo you get my temper up; and 
then he said you needn't get mad for it 
won't do you any good, for all that I havo 
said is true. And then I said that 'you 
can't Bhow ono thing that you have said 
about her,' and I wua getting up to go homo 
whon ho mado another remark about me and 
this girl, which was only 14 years old, when 
I replied that I wasn't that kind of a man; 
and then ho said that I might juat aa well 
for all tho boys iu Sumas was and you are 
too, he meant myself, which I said 
was a lie. And here the ssntenco waa 
stopped, for he was a quick-tempered man, 
and because I said that it was a lio, ho 
kicked at mo, juat miaBing my crippled 
kneo, and when I aaw that ho was mad I 
Btruck at him with my hand and then he fell 
to tho floor and I tried to get out of the 
room beforo ho could get up again, 
but ho was too quick in getting 
up, and when he got up ho picked up a chair 
and raiaod it up to hit mo with it, when I 
caught hold of it and told him to drop it or 
I would hit him with a cane which I had 
just got hold of; und he lot go of tho chair 
and ran outsido and said, 1 I will soon fix 
you, I will knock your brains out.' I then 
set the chair down and Btarted out the door 
ao us I could get away from him, and juat 
ua I got to the door I met him coining in 
with an axe, and aa aoon aa ho aaw mo in 
tho door he Btruck at mo with tho axe, but 
tho axo caught on tho roof of tho porch, 
which prevented him from hitting me, and 
then I took out my rovolver and pointed it 
at him and aaid, ' for God's sake Marshall 
drop tho axe,' and w hen I pointed it at him 
ho hit it with hia hand and knocked 
it up and at the same timo the 
revolver exploded and then ho fell 
down towurtlB mo in tho door on 
hia face. Wo wasn't over three foot 
apart hardly, and when ho fell the axo fell 
kind of in the door, and aa I was walking 
out of tho door, through excitement and 
stumbling over the axe-handle, tho second 
shot was fired, which must havo been tho 
one that wus found in the buck for he wua

I eat down on tho trestle and waa thinking 
the thing over and was orying, and there 
and then I thought that if 1 would tell that 
I dono it I would bo hung for it, so made up 
my mind not to tell anybody about it. And 
then I went home to tho hotel in Sumaa. It 
wua half-past 9 when I looked at tho clock 
when I got to the hotel, by that clock. I 
don't know if it waa right or not. It waB 
awful bad of me having tho revolver with 
mo. I had not ought to havo paoked it at 
all. I did not puck it to uao or anything 
like that. I cirried it for the purpose of 
trying to sell it, aa it waen't my own alto- 
gether. There was a man by tho name of 
Bill How came to tho hotel, and ho didn't 
have any money, and ho wanted to 
go down to a town on tho Seattle, 
Luke Shoro & Eaatorn railroad by tho 
name of Nookauck for to cot some 
mimey that was coming to him, und bo ho 
asked mo if 1 wouldn't let him have some, 
and I Baid I would and asked him how 
much ho wanted, and he said that two 
dollars would bo ob much as ho would want 
to go down there. So I told him that I 
would let him havo two dollars if he wanted 
it, and ho said all right and then I gave it 
to him and ho handed me a revolver that he 
had, and Buid take this and keep it until I 
can pay you tho money back.

Laurier, Mr. Davies, and even Sir Richard 
Cartwright, free-Bpoken as ho is, aro very 
cautious, indeed, how they express them- 
selves on the tariff quostion. If the Globo 
wants to know how the proposal to abolish 
protection in Canada would bo received, let 
it, in distinct and unmistakable terms, ad- 
vocate tho complete abolition of protection. 
Lot it deolaro that it will oppose any tariff 
by which a single protective duty, direct or 
incidental, is imposed. Lot it ubandon 
generalities which may mean anything or 
nothing and stato plainly that it favors 
taking from tho iudustriea of tho Dominion 
every vestige of protection. If it does this, 
it will soon have reason to know that thero 
aro very few Liberals indood in the Do- 
minion who boliovo that protection should 
bo wholly abolished. 

As it is in Canada, bo it i8 in other coun- 
tries. Tho fuith of tho poople in protection 
is still strong. Somo may think that there 
haB been a little too much of it, and that 
too many things have been protected, but 
they still boliovo in its efficacy in building 
up ami maintaining homo industries.

THE PERMANENCE 
TION. 



OF P ROT EC- 



Tho Toronto Globo, speaking as ono hav- 
ing authority and not aa tho scribes, declares 
that " A protective tariff has but one deB- 
tiny — abolition. Its most ardent supporters 
do not claim for it a life of perpetuity." If 
tho Globo means to say that a protectivo 
tariff, like everything else of human inven- 
tion, will have its day and then pass away, 
it merely Btates a truism. Everything on 
this earthly sphere is ovanoscent. Even em- 
pires rise, have their day of power and great- 
ness and their fall — somo leaving hardly a 
trace bohind. ThiB, no doubt, will bo tho 
fate of the protectivo and every other kind 
of tariff. But if the Globo wishes its roadors 
to boliovo that protectivo tariffs and tho 
principlo on which they aro based are nocos- 
Barily weaker and more liable to bo abol- 
ished than freo trade tariffs so-called, it ia 
greatly mistaken, or it is endeavoring to de- 
ceive its readers. 

it surely forgets that nearly every tariff 
in tho world is moro or less protective, and 
that this has been their character over 
since tariffs were invented. They havo for 
the moBt part been devices to protect tho 
homo producer from foreigu competition. 
This is the kind of tariffs that prevailed in 
Adam Smith's time, und they have con- 
tinued to exist until the present day. 
There in, in fact, only ono freo trado tariff 
or tariff for rovenuo only in the world to 
day, and that is the tarill'of Great Britain 
When that country abondoncd protection 
less than fifty years ago, it was believed 
and hoped that other countries would fol- 
low her example. But they havo 
not dono so. The protective policy 
has beon tho policy of overy other civilized 
nition. France, Germany, Ruoaia, Austria 
Spain, Italy, Holland, the United States, 
Canada, the Australian colonies — except for 
a time New South Wales— the South Ameri- 
can Republics havo ull adopted tho proteo 
tive policy. Wo cannot see that there is 
any roliablo indication that any of these 
nations havo determined to abandon protec 
tion. In matters of trade it will bo in the 
future, as it has been in tho past, Great 
Britain againet the world. There appears, 
indeed, at this moment, a stronger proba 
bility that Great Britain will return to pro 
tection than that any protectivo nation will 
adopt free trade. 

Thero is, it is truo, a movement said to bo 
in the direction of freo trado set on foot 
in tho United States. Tho Wilson 
tariff, which has been framed by tho 
froo trado section of tho Democratic 
party is very far indeed from being freo 
trade in oven tho English sense. A few 
yoars ago it would havo beon considered 
intolerably protective. The Democrats of 
the Cleveland school aro very far indeed 
from exposing the fostered industries of tho 
Unitod Statca to tho fierce Btorm of foroign 
competition which would bo certain to ovor- 
take them if all protootivo duties wero ro 
moved. And tho nows wo recoivo ovory 
day loads to tho conclusion that tho Wilson 
tariff, highly protectivo as it is, is muoti too 
liberal to meet tho approval of a very largo 
section of tho American pooplo. 

In England, on tho othor hand, thoro Is a 
largo number of intelligent men who bolievo 
that the freo trado policy has been a mis 
take, and who aro advocating with con 
sidorablo success a policy of fair trado, 
which is a partial roturn to tho policy of 
protection. 

Perhapa tho Globo belioves that Cana- 
dians aro prepared to abandon protection, 
Outsido of a fow theoretical freo tradors, 
moat of whom havo nothing to do with 
trade, thoro aro vory fow, indeed, in tho 
country who believe in tho "abolition" of 
protection. So clear is this oven to tho 
suporfioial obsorver, that thero is not 
public man in tho Dominion who advocates 
tho elimination of tho protectivo prinoiplo 
from tho tariff. Liboral politicians are ox- 
coodingly careful what they Bay on tho sub- 
ject, for thoy know that many of tho most 
influential mon of tho Liboral Party boliovo 
in protection— to u cortain extent. Mr. 



Tho SofaB, with whom tho British are 
contending in Eastern Africa, resemblo in 
many respects tho Motabole, whom they 
havo lately subdued in tho West. Like the 
Metabele, tho Sofas aro a horde of plunder- 
ers and kidnappers and murderers. They aro 
tho scourge of tho natives of tho countriea 
which they visit. They, in their raids, rob 
tho poor peoplo of all they pospess, destroy 
their villages and mako tho country over 
which they pass desolate. After describing 
what, for want of a better name, wo may 
call a review of tho army of the Sofas, a 
French traveler writes to tho Times : 

Even to-day when I try to summon up 
tho impression of that spectaole, it ia in- 
vincibly a vision of buffoonery which cornea 
to my remembrance. And only^to think 
that it is with theso antica that they put 
whole peoples to flight and cnalavo king- 
doms without a battle. Only to think thut 
tho very namo of theao grotesquo persons 
fills tho native tribes with torror even to 
tho coaBt. The fact is that thoy uro pitiless 
conquerors, na wo have been able to prove 
on journeys extending over hundreds of 
miles. Before our arrival thoy had juat 
devastated a whole kingdom — Koukounia — 
which wo wore obliged to cross. At 
Koumbtt, tho principal markot of tho 
country, tho nieoting point of sevoral cara- 
van roada and a place of conBiderablo size, 
wo found only a melancholy desert, not 
a creaturo camo boforo us, either man 
or beast. Everything which had not been 
able to take to flight had been raided by 
the Sofaa. All that they had not boen ablo 
to take away thoy had sacked, destroyed 
burnt. Somo heaps of cindors, in tho middlo 
of which a fow charrod posts stood black and 
sinister, marked tho locality of tho cabins 
of the town. Tho ground was Btrewn with 
broken pottery and calabashes, and largo 
jars of oarthenwaro and wicker lay empty, 
trodden undor foot beside tho rice and 
other grain which they had contained. 

Tho Bamo picture at Samboia, the capital 
of the country of Koukounia, nothing had 
remained intact, not a tree, not a cabin, 
not a living creaturo was to be seen. 
Our horses moved onward knoe- 
deop in ashec And further still, 
for miles ond miles, wo found 
ourselves iu the presence of tho ainiater work 
of the Sofaa. Tho country was very rich, 
very prosperous, and from hour to hour wo 
traversed former villages with extensive 
ruins, which indicated that a ^ery dense 
population ln.d exiated there. God knows 
in what distant slavery tho inhabitants now 
find themselves. 

If tho British do no othor work in Africa 
than to freo tho native inhabitants from 
such ruthles3 oppressors as tho SofaB and tho 
Metabolo, thoy will deserve woll of hu- 
manity. But they will do much more. Tho 
native races under their protection will go 
back to the lands from which they have 
been driven, and freed from the constant 
dread of being raided by these kidnappers 
and murderora, will bo open to tnoinfluoncea 
both of civilization and Christianity. They 
will live happily in their own land and will 
prosper, for it is evident that they aro both 
peaceful und industrious. Both Western 
and Eastern Africa have evidently beon the 
abodes of cruelty. The barbaritiea inflicted 
on tho native population by soldier tribcB 
and slave hunters havo been unapeakable. 
It is moat gratifying to know that tho "littlo 
wars" that aro being waged by tho British in 
Africa to-day will, for all timo to come, bo 
beneficial not only to British commerce but 
to a large part of tho human race. 



leas inconvenienoy, All well-regulated pa 
per money will Bupply it, not only without 
inconvenienoy, but in some cates with 
Borne advantages. Upon every account, 
therefore, tho attoution of government 
never waa bo unnecessarily employed us wljen 
direotod to watch over tho preservation or in- 
crease of thoquantityof money inany country. 

No complaint, however, is more common 
than that of a scarcity of money. Money, 
liko wine, muat always bo acarco with those 
who havo neither wherewithal to buy it nor 
credit to borrow it. Thoso who have either 
will seldom bo in want either of tho money 
or of tho wino which they have occasion for, 
Tliia complaint, however, of tho scarcity of 
money, ia not always confined to improvi- 
dent spendthrifts. It is sometimes general 
through a whole mercantile town and tho 
country in its neighborhood, Overtrading 
is the common cause of it. Sober men, 
whose projects have boen disproportioned to 
their capitals, are ub likely to havo neither 
wherewithal to buy money, nor crodit to 
borrow it, as prodigals whose 'expense haB 
been disproportioned to their rovenuo. Bo- 
fore their projects can bo brought to bear, 
their stock ia gone, and their credit with 
it. They run about everywhere to 
borrow money, and everybody tolls 
them thut they havo nono to lend, 
Even such genoral complaints of 
tho scarcity of money do not always prove 
that tho usual uumbor of gold and silver 
pieces aro not circulating in the country, but 
that many peoplo want thoso pioces who 
havo nothing to give for them. When tho 
profits of trude happen to bo greator than 
ordinary, overtrading becomes a gencrul 
error both uniong great und small dealora, 
Thoy do not always send moro money abroad 
than usual, but they buy upon credit, both 
at home und abroad, an unusual quantity of 
goods, which thoy send to some distant mar- 
ket, in hopes that the returns will como in 
boforo tho demand for payment. The de- 
mand somes before the returns, und thoy havo 
nothing at hand with which they can either 
purchase money or <jirc solid security for bor- 
rowing. It. is not any scarcity of gold und 
silver, but the difficulty which such peoplo 
find in borrowing, and which their creditors 
find in getting payment, that occasions tho 
general complaint of tho scarcity of money. 

Thero is moro truth and sound sense on 
the philosophy of money and tho causo of 
commercial panics and criaes in this short 
passage than thero aro in volumes written by 
the theorists of to-day. It will bear roading 
half a dozen times.

AN OLD TEACHER. 

"There is nothing now under tho sun," 
said tho wiso man. Tho complaint that 
money is too acarco und tho dosiro to find 
means to mako it moro abundant uro almost 
ua old as civilization itself. Tho cauao of 
tho dearth of cash has been beyond tho ken 
of tho great majority of thoso who could 
not by hook or by crook get as much of it 
as thoy wanted. Thoy kept on looking here, 
there and everywhere for tho reason of tho 
Bcarcity, but very fow, indeed, of them 
thought of looking at homo. Thoro was, 
however, a very long-headod Scotch school- 
master in tho dayB of our grcat-grcat-grand- 
fathorB who thought a good deal about 
monoy and matters in which money was 
concerned, and it is wonderful to soo how 
woll tho old gentleman's remarks apply to 
tho problems of our own times. This shrewd 
obsorvor's Dttmo was Adam Smith, and ono 
would think that when ho wrote tho follow- 
ing passage ho had the controversies und 
inquiriea thut are now going on in tho United 
States and olsowhoro, in his mind's eye. Wo 
have aeon nothing so appropriate on tho de- 
pression (wo wish wo could call it late) in 
tho Unitod StateB as tho following passago 
from Smith's Wealth of Nations : 

If gold and silver should at any timo fall 
abort in a country which has wherewithal to 
purchaso thorn, thoro aro moro expedients 
for supplying their place than that of almost 
any othor commodity. If tlio materials of 
manufaoturo aro wanted, industry must stop. 
If provisions are wanted tho pooplo muat 
starvo. But if money is wanted burtor will 
supply its placo, though with a good deal of 
inconvonionoy. Buying and soiling upon 
credit, und the different dealers compensat- 
ing their credits with ono another onco a 
month or onco a year, will supply it with

PULL COURT BUSINESS— EE JOHN- 
SON VEKSUS McCALLDM. 

To thk Editor : — In your last iaaue, by 
the report of the dismissal of the appeal in 
this case, it appears that the decision of tho 
court seema to havo been arrived at on tho 
ground tho Company " had adopted the 
purchase" of the disputed BtorcB " as hav- 
ing been mado for them by levying an as- 
sessment for tho prico of tho samo, at a 
mcoting of the company' held on tho 28th 
Septombor, 1S89, at which all the share- 
holders, iuoluding Johnson, were present, 
and no diascut raised," 

To show tho fallacy of thia conclusion, 
tho following affirmation by Captain Mo- 
Galium, now on rilo in tho Supreme Court, 
setting out what took placo at tho said 
meeting of the 28th September, 1889,Bhould 
suffice : 

IN THE SUPREME COURT OF BRITISH COLUMBIA 

Butween Edward Mainwaring Johnson on 
behalf of himself aud all other tho Bbare- 
holdois and creditors of tho " Ophir Bod 
Rock Flume Company," registered, plaintiff, 
and Arthur Edward McCallum, defendant, 

I, Arthur Edward McCallum, of Maple- 
bank, District of Esquimau, gentleman, 
solemnly, sincerely and truly affirm and do- 
olaro that the taking of any oath ia accord- 
ing to my religious belief unlawful, and I 
Jo also Bolomnly, aineerely and truly affirm 
and declare aa follows ! 

1. I am tho above named dofondant. 

2. In tho month of April, 1887, I pur- 
chased from James Gray a one-twelfth in- 
terest in the Ophir Bed Rook Flume com- 
pany. Tho said purchase was proposed to 
me by tho plaintiff, and he acted as my agent 
in carrying it to completion. 

3. Subsequently tho aharo in the Bald 
company of ono' of tho members named 
Young waa sold out for asBesamonts, and 
bought in by tho company, and as a result 
of tho said sale my aharo In tho said company 
was increased to a ono-tenth interest therein. 

4. Subsequently, again I mado advances 
to the company for tho purpose of develop- 
ing tho property, which advances amounted 
to tho sum of about §3,500, for which I hold 
tho oonipany'a noto aud upon which note, 
on tho 3rd day of April, 1889, tho plaintiff, 
acting contrary to my wishes vorbally ex- 
prcaaod to him, and without my kuowledgo, 
obtained a judgment ugainat tho company 
for the sum of §3.505 debt and §17 50 costB. 
Tho plaintiff took tho action and obtained 
such judgment in tho name of ono Thomas 
Sorvice, who then was and etill ia a olork in 
tho omploy of tho plaintiff. 

5. On the 12th day of February, 1889, at 
a meeting of the company, aa I am inform- 
ed, it was resolved to lovy an assessment of 
§5,000 for the purpose of paying off my said 
claim and other claims againat tho company. 

6. At that date tho sharea in tho said 
company, aa I verily beliovo, were hold aa 
follows, viz : James Gray, four thirtieths; 
tho Bharo in dispute botween tho said E. M. 
Johnson and James Gray, one-fifth ; John 
Gray, one-fifth ; Samuel Gray, one-fifth ; 
L. B. Hamlin, ono-tenth ; E. C. Baker, one- 
thirtieth ; Frances Bourchier, one-thirtieth : 
this deponent, ono-tenth. 

7. Tho said Grays wero not ablo to pay 
their sharo of tho said and a subsequent 
aaBeaament which had been levied, and ufter 
a considerable amount of negotiation I pur- 
chased from tho Grays tho following 
interests, namely : Jamea Gray, four- 
thirtieths; from John Gray, one-fifth ; and 
from Samuel Gray, one-fifth. The said pur- 
chases wero made through James Gray, who 
held powers of attorney from tho other 
Grays. 

8. Prior to that timo the mine had boon 
partly supplied from a Btore which had been 
kept by Jamea Gray, and aa a part of tho 
aaid transaction I bought the said stock of 
gooda on behalf of tho company at the sum 
of §2,500. 

9. The whole of tho negotiations afore- 
Baid were carried out through tho interven- 
tion of the plaintiff, who acted as my agent 
and prepared all tho documonts and paperB 
which wero drawn to carry out the same 

10. Among other documents which were 
prepared at the timo and which wero execu- 
ted by the aaid Jamea Gray was on agree- 
ment, by tho terms of which the Baid Jamea 
Gray was to act as. superintendent of tho 
mine during the season of 1889, and to do- 
liver me, on behalf of the company, all the 
gold whioh should ba taken from tho aaid 
works during tho said season. 

11. The mines woro largely suppliod dur- 
ing the said aoaaon from tho said stores 
which I had bought, and which wero in tho 
hands of tho managor. 

12 In the month of August, 1889, 
I paid a viBit to tho Baid mino 
and while there I paid out of my own 
moneja nn account of tho company a 
sum of §797 20 to Chinamen for wages 
earned by thom at tho mine during the 
present aeaaon. 

13. I aleo, while thero, received from tho 
managor a quantity of gold duat and gave 
him a recept, a trua copy of which ia now 
produced and shown to me and marked aa 
exhibit "A" to this affidavit, and whioh 
•aid roceipt truly seta out the tormB npon 
which I took tho Baid gold Into my pos- 
session. 

14. After my return from tho aaid mine 
an informal meeting of the ahareholderB of 
the said oompany took place at tho ollico of 
Mr. Baker at which tho plaintiff waB pres- 
ent. At tho said meeting I mado a report 
of my visit to tho said mino and among 
other things tho plaintiff at tho said meeting 
said I aupposo you will keop tho gold whioh 
you havo on acoount of what the company 
owob you, and I repliod that I cortainly in- 
tended to do so, and there was no disaont 
expreaaed by tho plaintiff or by any mem- 
ber of tho company preaent. 

15. I afterwarda, viz : on tho 20th day of 
September, 1889, sold tho said gold to 
ono Thomas Jeffries through Mr. Arthur 
Charlea Jeffries, who acted ae hia agont in 
the trana&ction, and on that day received 
credit for the amount in accounts botween 
us, and aa a part of which a sum of ovor 
seven thousand dollars waa tranaforred to 
my orodit at tho Bank of BritiBh North 
America at Victoria. 

10. Tho said transaction waa completed 
and tho gold waa aotually deliverod to tho

of the city of Vancouver. He 
said that the land in question 
oojupitd much tho same position as tho 
James Bay muiillits at Victoria, and though 
a nuisance now would 1)3 turned into a 
public benefit if transferred as requested. 
Ho wished tho provincial government to 
intorest themselves in securing from tho 
Dominion authorities the title to the lands 
so that they in turn might convey them to 
Vancouvor. 

Hon. Mr. Heaven took exception to the 
resolution, holding that strong argument 
could be adduced that the tidal lands in tho 
province wero not tho property of the Do- 
minion government ; and held that even if 
thoy wero and the proposed transfor to the 
province wero made, tho lands in question 
could not bo hunded over to tho city of 
Vancouver on the motion of a private mem- 
ber, but it must ba at tho instance of the 
government. He reminded tho houso that 
tho position of tho province with respect to 
the ownership of tho lands bud boon Btated 
at tho time tho construction of the E-qui- 
malt graving dock waB entered upon, and 
thut tho Dominion had taken no steps to 
contest tho provincial contention. 

Hon. Mr DAVIE was glad to seo that tho 
hon. gentleman who hud introduced this re- 
solution was persistent in adopting the lino 
ho took two years ugo, when he had moved 
a resolution in almost Bimilar terms. Tho 
right of tho Dominion government to tho 
foreshores had been upheld by a judgment 
of the Supreme Court of Canada, but u sta- 
tute has been passed by the Dominion with 
the object of transferring the foreshoro 
rights to tho provinces generally. Ho 
thought it would only bo a short time before 
this act would be put into effect, and the 
province would then have these rights by 
concession, so that there would be no cull 
for litigation, tho issue of which would bo 
doubtful. If acquired by the proviuco ho 
thought there would be no diliiculty about 
transferring these lands to the city of Van- 
couvor in trust, as migit be arranged be- 
tween tho partieB. Ho thojgh'. Mr. Horoo'a 
motion would, perhaps, have the effect of 
hastening action on the part of the Do- 
minion. 

Tho resolution was adopted. 

UNPAID TAXES. 

Mr. Sword moved " that a respectful 
address be presented to the Lieutenant- 
Governor, praying him to send duwn to the 
house a return showing the amount of taxes 
due and unpaid in each district at tho close 
of tho financial year, ending 30th Juno, lS'J.'i. 
A's • a statement showing how much ot these 
amounts has accrued in each year." 

Motion agreed to. 

HOSPITAL REPORT. 

Dr. Watt moved " that a rospectftil 
address bo presonted to the Lieutenant- 
Governor, praying him to cause to bo laid 
bofpre this house a return of all hospitals 
receiving aid from the legislature." 

Motion agreed to. 

EMPLOYERS OF CHINESE. 

Mr Speaker asked that Dr. Watt's 
resolution favoring tho imposition of a tux 
of !?50 per annum for each Chinaman em- 
ployed, bo laid over, there being a con- 
stitutional question involved into which he 
would have to look. 

Agreed to, 

SUPREME COURT AT NANAIMO. 

Hon. Mb, Davie introduced a bill en- 
titlod " An act to amend the Supremo court 
act." 

Bill read a first time. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said tho only object was 
to create tho district of Nunuimo a separate 
Supreme court district, so that they might 
do their work there instead of having it 
brought to Victoria, or having the Supreme 
court judges go up to Nanaimo. Under the 

Crovisions of this bill the Supremo court 
usiuess arising at Nanaimo could ho doult 
with by the County court judgo there. As 
there were a number of cases pending it 
wus advisable to expedite tho measure as 
much ua possible, and he therefore asked for 
tho second reading also to day. 

Bill read a second time ; to bo committed 
to-morrow. 

ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS. 

Hon. Mr Vernon, replying to Mr. 
Kitchen, said no portion of Vancouver 
island is included in the Coast district. 

Hon. Mr Vernon asked for further par- 
ticulure from Mr. Kitchen as to the informa- 
tion ho desires0reBpocting crown grants is- 
sued for mineral cUinis ! and Hun. Mr. 
Turner mado a similar request respecting 
tho inquiry as to tuxes paid. 

Mr. Kitchen promiaed to mako his ques- 
tions more definito. 

Mr. Keith asked: 1. Is tho amondment 
to tho Coal Mines Regulation Act of 1890 
constitutional, or, in other words, is said 
act workable ? 2 And if said act is " con- 
stitutional," is it tho intontion of tho gov- 
ernment to enforco it ? 

Hon. Mr Davie replied that as there 
was involved in this matter a question of 
constitutionality closely akin to that dealt 
with by tho motion of which thoniember 
for Cariboo had given notice ho would huvo 
to requeBt that it bo laid ovor. 

Agreed to. 

iWITNESSKS AND EVIDENCE DILL. 

Tho houso again wont into committeo of 
tho whole on tho witnesses and evidence 
hill, Mr. McKonzie in tho chair. 

Don. Mr. Davie took occasion to romovo 
n wrong impression oroated when the bill 
was last undor consideration, as to tho pro- 



vision in Bection \ that a person charged 
with an offence, or tho wifo or husband of 
such person, shall bo a oompotent witnesj. 
Chough ho had for the moment been mis- 
led by the statement mado by Mr. Sword 
ho found that such persons would bo no 
moro compollablo under this statute than 
under uny other. 

The committee reported progreBB, having 
adopted nearly all tho clauses. 

FRAUDULENT STATEMENTS HILL. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved tho socond read- 
ing of tho bill respecting fraudulent state- 
ments. This bill, ho said, which explained 
itself, had in principle mot, with tho ap- 
proval of law officers in Eugland, and is 
well adapted to carry out tho purpoae for 
which it is intended. 

Mr. Hunter asked if such au act had 
been adopted in Ontario, as ho said he had 
searched for it in tho statutes of that pro- 
vince and had not found it. Ho asked if it 
was advisable to adopt such a law hero. 

Hon. Mr Davie replied that ho thought 
such an act would bo found in the Ontario 
statutes of lust session. Ho showed the 
advantago of passing such legislation to 
protect tho public against imposition. 

Bill read a second timo.. 

('.RANT TO MINING COMPANY. 

Mr Kitchen askod : "On what date and 
on what terms or conditions, wub §20,000 
granted to the Island Mountain Quartz 
Mining Co. ?" 

Hon. Mr Turner— -The grant to tho 
Island Mountain Quartz Mining Company 
was made on tho 23rd of May, 1S87, by 
authority of "An aot to aid tho develop- 
ment of quartz mineB," and in aecordanco 
with on ordor-in-council approved on 23rd 
Mf.y, 1887, authorizing the guarantee and 
repayment within five years of a sum not 
oxcoeding .?20,00O with the interest thereon, 
tho intorest not to exceed 6 per cent, per 
annum. Tho company obtained §20,000 
from tho Bank of British Columbia, and 
failed to comply with the conditions of sec- 
tion o of the act heroin referred to. On tho 
31st March, 1890, tho amount togothor with 
accumulated interest was paid by the gov- 
ernment to tho bank, amounting in all to 
.§22,973 44, which in accordunco with tho 
act stunds as a churgo und claim against the 
property 01 lue company. 

TAX ON EMI'LOYERS OK CHINESE. 

The Speaker announced his ruling on the 
motion ubove referred to, of which Dr. 
Watt had given notice, and which motion 
was as follows : 

"That, in tho opinion of this house, tho 
' Municipal act ' Bhould be bo amended as 
to empower municipal councils to require 
every person, company, or corporation cm- 
ploying Chinurr.ea in any cupucity within 
ihe municipality to tako out a license for 
that purpose, pjying to such municipality 
for such license u fee of suoh sum us may be 
deemed expedient, up to $.">0 per year for 
each Chinaman bo employed, for a year or 
portion of a year." 

Tho ruling was as follows : " The resolu- 
tion of the hon. member for Cariboo (Mr. 
Watt) proposes to inaugurate u system of 
indirect taxation, which tho proviuco, not 
having power to adopt for its own purposes, 
cannot confer on u municipality. (Seo sec. 
92, B N.A. act, sub. -Bee. 2) Tho tax, 
although paid by the employer in the first 
instance, would indirocily be paid by the 
employeo as tho amount would be deducted 
from his wages. In view, too, of tho de- 
cision of the Supremo cour' in tho cases of 
Tui Sing vs. Muguire, and Reginu vs. Wing 
Chang (British Columbia Law Reports vol. 
1, parts 1 and 2), in which it wub Bought by 
the provinco to impose unequal taxation on 
Chinese, I think it would bu waste of time 
and money to allow a resolution of this na- 
ture to 00 through, since the principle it in- 
volves could not bo enforced. I therefore 
rule that the motion proposes a tax that is 
ultra vires of the power of the legislature." 

THE ANTI- CHINESE RESOLUTION. 

Hon. Mr. Davie, rising to a question of 
privilege, said there had been brought to 
hia attention a leading article which ap- 
peared in tho Times on Saturday, respecting 
Dr. Watt's resolution in favor of increas- 
ing to 5100 tho tax on Chinese enter- 
ing tho oountry, and of having threo- 
fouithfi of the tax paid to tho prov- 
ince. Tho Times said : "Tho reso- 
lution in favor of further restrict- 
ing Chinese immigration was passed in 
the legislative assembly without u division. 
Last year a similar resolution, offered by 
Mr. Keith, was voted down, f»nd it is inter- 
esting to recall the division list on that oc- 
cision, [which was aB follows." The aesor- 
rion made in the article, as a rt flection upon 
tho members supporting tho government, he 
declared to bo entirely at varianco with tho 
facts. Tho very same resolution which was 
carried unanimously the other day waa in 
troduced last session by Mr. Punch, second 
ed by Dr. Watt, and on tho 27th of March 
was resolved in tho affirmative without di 
vision. Ho brought up tho matter in jus 
tice to tho members whose names were 
printed ua having opposed tho resolution 
last year. Merely to set himself right ho 
would not have mentioned it any more 
than ho would attempt to correct other 
inaccuracies in oppositiou papers, which 
would bo a hopelesi task ; in fact hia 
name was not mentioned on eithcrside in the 
division list given in the Times, which led 
him to expect that it was a division on an- 
other question altogether, taken at a timo 
when he was absent at Nanaimo. There 
was another thing he had to mention which 
likewiae he would not have brought up had 
not his uttontion been called to it by a 
letter received from Mr. MoLagan, which 
ho read to tho houso, und which gave an 
unqualified denial to tho statement mado by 
Mr. Kitchen, according to tho Times' re 
port, that Mr. MoLagan had a copy of tlu 
Public Accounta several days before tho 
Promier gave the copy to Mr. Kitchen for 
perusal. Hon. Mr. Davie added that what 
was said in the letter was perfectly true. 
Ho had but one copy of the Public Accounta 
with him on the mainland, and that was 
tho copy ho handed to Mr. Kitchen. He 
did not catch that gentleman's remarks on 
this subject reported in the Times, or he 
would huvo replied to it when mado. 

Mr. Kitchen replied thut tho Public 
Accounts woro in the hands of Mr, 
McLugan, on tho table at tho Maple Ridge 
meeting, and his colleague Mr. Sword could 
prove this. 

Hon. Mr. Davie— Mr. MoLagan never 
had the book at ull. 

Mr. SWORD said ho" could not say cer- 
tainly, but ho thought Mr. MoLagan had 
them, 

Mr. Kitchen B«iil thut in consequence of 
a atatemcnt ho had Been in thu press, ho 
wished to euy that tho only written docu- 
ment ho recoived from tho Premier at tho 
meeting in Chilliwack was ono said to bo

f.om the auditor's office giving a statement 
of tho expenditures in his district for 1893. 
Tho Premier had subsequently consented to 
giving that to the reportur of iho Columbian. 

Hon. Mb Davie said this wub quito cor- 
rect, but it hud nothing to do with tho 
matter undor discusaiou. He did give to 
Mr. Kitchen at Chilliwack a written Btato- 
ment of the expenditure in the district, and 
at the same meeting it seema from Mr. Kit- 
chen's statements ho gavo him, separately, 
a copy of tho public accounta in tho leuvea 
of which was tho 1! C. detainers document 
which ho had charged was purlorned; and 
that Mr. Kitchen had bo admitted he proposed 
to show, at another timo, by the reports in 
tho opposition organs themselves. 

Mr KlTOUEN aaked tho Attorney-Gen- 
eral to Bay if ho had not left the Public 
AecountB on tho table at Maple Ridgo 
where Mr. MoLagan could bcc them. (Laugh- 
ter ) 

Hon. Mr Davie said no doubt ho had, 
aa tho book of courao was laid on the 
tablo with hiB other private papera 
in view of everybody. That wub a very 
different thing from what Mr. Kitchen hud 
stated, as reported in the Times. 

Mr. Kitchen— Oh well, I'm not respon- 
sible for what appears in the newspapers. 
(Laughter.) He continued that he saw it 
charged in one of tho newspapers that a 
certain paper had disappeared from the 
Attorney-Goneral'a posseaaion at ono of tho 
meetings and hud been found in hia (Mr. 
Kitchen's) poaseasion. Ho appealed to Mr. 
Davie to nay if such was the caBO. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said aince ho wub askod 
about it he must say that after ho had 
finished speaking at tho meeting at Maple 
Ridge ho missed ono of his papera. Mr. 
Kitchen wua then speaking, with his hand 
ou a number of documents, on tho tablo, 
from which he had been quoting. When ho 
had finished, Mr. Davie turnod these docu- 
ments over and found his paper under 
them. (Laughter.) He had never intended 
to accuse Mr. Kitchen in the matter, how- 
ever. 

Mr. Kitchen — The Attorney-General 
knows that it was by accident hiB paper got 
there. 

MR Davie— I presume so. 

MR. Sword— I defended the Attorney- 
General at Chilliwack from tho charge of 
having taken one of Mr. Kitchen's docu- 
ments — which he certuinly did take from the 
meeting at Surrey. It would have beenjust 
aa reasonable to have accused the Attorney- 
General of having stolen Mr. Kitchen's 
document. 

Hon. Mr Davie— That document of Mr. 
Kitchen'?, which you fay I took from the 
mooting atSurrey, w us a report of my speech 
at Westmin8tor, waa it not, headed "Facts 
and Figures ?" 

Mr. Sword— Yes. 

Mr. Kitchen nodded assent. 

Hon. Mr Davie— That, then, was a doc- 
ument which I had given to Mr. Kitchen 
myself, and had distributed in Cariboo und 
elsowhore. I had aoveral hundreds of them.

The Northern Paciiic Liner Arrives 
From the Orient— Report From 
the "Norway." 



"Aud The Cat Came Back "—Mistaken 
for a Derelict— The " Shelby " 
Away. 



The salo of tho wreckod lumber schooner 
Norway, which waa to have been hold to- 
day, has boen postponed until to-morrow, 
in conaequenco of u desire on the part of 
tho receiver of wrecks, Collector Milne, to 
give tho purchasing public ample oppor- 
tunity to acquaint thomselvca with the con- 
dition of all'iiirB. Captaina McCoakrio and 
Foot, who viaited tho wreck on Sunday by 
Collootor Milne's instructions, mado thoir 
report to him yesterday. They ' anchored 
tho ateamer Mischief, with which tho 
trip waa mado, alongaido tho remaina 
of tho unfortunate vessel, which were 
found to consist of about one-third of 
tho starboard Bide, tho port sido being 
completely gone, and two-thirds of tho 
lumber cargo being found strewn along the 
beach for ft quarter of a mile on either Bido 
of the wrecu, tho Bpara, rigging and sails 
being entangled with tho driftwood and 
lumber ashore, Thoro was nothing of valuo 
in the cabin or other house-work, which with a 
portion of tho port aido lies under lumber 
and other wreckage at the foot of an almost 
procipitous olilf awash at high water. No 
one waa seen iu the neighborhood, though 
tho fact that tho Indiana were not far awny 
■waa evidenced by thoir camp fires still burn- 
ing. The only living thing on the wrock 
was the unfortunate oat, forgotten by tho 
crow when they wore deserting the stricken 
ship, and which Captains Foot and McCoa- 
krio brought back to tho city with them. 
Two men wero left in charge of tho wreck 
and her scattered cargo, with inatructiona to 
allow no one to remove any portion of cither 
unlesB by tho Collector's written order ; tho 
American tug Mystic is reported to have 
paid several visits to tho abandoned craft 
during tho past week, though whether any 
valuiblca were removed by tho Americana is 
not known. The Norway was built in San 
Francisco in 1S70, her dimensions aud ton- 
nage being as below : gross tonnage, 192 G ; 
not tonnage, IS'.i 01 ; longth, 123 feot ; 
beam, 112 feet ; depth, 9 1 feot. 

the "mogul" ARRIVES. 
Having experienced but ono bad galo on 
her way across from China and Japan, tho 
Northern Pacific Steamship Co'a Mogul ar- 
rived last evening, fourteen days from 
Yokohama. Tho storm encountered, al- 
though not a very terrific ono, lastod four 
days— from tho Kith to the 20th inst.— and 
in it on one occasion tho decks were covered 
■with Bnow to a depth of two feot. After 
crossing tho meridian tho ateamer met with 
moderate but variablo northeast winda until 
ahe roached the straits. When sho arrived 
at Victoria tho fifth Japanese stowaway dis- 
covered on board since leaving Yokohama 
waa found hidden away ovor a small boiler. 
Ho and the others, one of whom was for- 
merly on tho Victoria schooner Genova, 
wero all given in charge to tho Provincial 
police. Tho Northern Pacific Steamship 
Co. ' have had considerable diiliculty 
with stowaways of late, and they 
now propose prosecuting them to 
put a stop to tho businots. Tho Mogul 
brought aB cargo 1,5U0 tona of freight, of 
which 500 tona are for Victoria, and a8 paa- 
aengora one in the saloon, 48 Chineso and 
21 Japanese in tho steerage. There are -10 
Chinamen and 17 Japanese for Victoria, tho 
other passengers, including Mr. S. Forsyth, 
who took saloon passago from Hongkong, 
being for Taeorna. No sealing vesaela wero 
passed by tho Mogul on her way to Victoria 
and consequently bIio only brings word of 
two, tho Maud S and VYorlock, which are 
still at Yokohama. II. M.S. Centurion is 
being looked for at Hongkong from Kng- 
land about tho middle of February. Sho is 
a brand new ship and is to bo stationed at 
that port as the flagship. 

MISTAKEN FOB A DEHEL1CT. 

A report was made to Collector A. R. 
Milne yesterday of a largo derelict, aide up, 
adrift in the Straits. Captaina McCoekrio 
and Foot wero making all hasto in preparing 
to investigate, when it was learned that tho 
vessel was not n derelict, but the steam scow 
belonging to Stevedoro Yorko. Tho aeow, 
which ia used in discharging vessela, waa on 
her way down from Vancouver, and when a 
short distance from Victoria part of her 
machinery became unworkable. After the 
accider.t the spow was drifting with tho tido 
out to bco, but was picked up by tho steam- 
er Sadie and towed into port. Tho riiistako 
in identification was due to tho hazy wea 
ther prevailing at tho timo she was first 
seen from shore. 

THE BABY AT SANTA BARBARA. 

The sealing schooner Volunteer, Captain 
^VheeIer, which sailed from Seattle, soveral 
weeks ago, put into Santa Barbara a fow 
days agu lor repaira. Tho sealer reported 
fair luck on the run down, having taken a 
number of skins. Captain Wheeler will 
probably follow the seal herd northward 
along tho Paeifio coast to Sand Point, 
Alaska. The Volunteer is tho sprite of tho 
Beating (leot and carries but a half dozen 
men. 

THE "SHELE? " TO fiO SEALING. 

Tho new steam schooner recently com- 
pleted for Captain Fred. JoncB has been 
christened the Shelby. Sho will probably 
leave to-day on her maiden aealiug cruis 
which will only extend along this coast. 
Sho will c^rry six of a whito crow, it being 
the intention to comploto her complement of 
men with Indiana. 

MARINE NOTES.

BY-LAW. 

To expropriate certain real property for the 
purpose of diverting and improving a por- 
tion of Oak 15ay Avenue, being a public 
Btreot Bituato within the City of Victoria. 

THE Municipal Council of tho Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria enacts as follows : 

1. It shall bo lawful for tho Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria to expropriate and tho 
said Corporation Loroby expropriates, for tho 
purposo of diverting and improving a portion 
of Oak Bay Avonuobolng a public stroot sltuato 
within tho City of Victoria, all that picco or 
parcel of land being part of Lot 3t of a sub' 
division of sub-loc 1, Fornwootl Estate, Section 
75, Victoria District, which said pieco or parcel 
of land is moro particularly described as fol- 
lows : 

Commencing at tho south-cast cornor of lot 2 
of said sub-division ; thenco southerly across 
lot31 on a production of tho lino between lots 2 
and 3, forty feot, more or less, to tho north lino 
of Oak Bay Avonuo ; thenco westerly along tho 
north lino of Oak Bay Avonuo fifty-three feet, 
more or less, to tho south-west, cornorof said lot 
2; thence norl h-castorly along tho lino betwoon 
lots 2 and 31, twenty-nine feot, moro or Iosb, to 
the placo of beginning, and containing by ad- 
measurement live hundred nnd fifty-six squuro 
feot moro or less. 

2. It shall bo lawful for tho Corportlon to en- 
ter upon, exproprinto, break up, tako or ubo 
tho said property without tho consent of tho 
owner theroof, Bubjcct to tho restrictions men- 
tioned in sub-section (107) of section 101 of tho 
"Municipal Aot, 1892."

The wholo board of aldermon wore pre- 
sent ot the weekly meeting of the Council 
last evening. Mayor Teoguo presiding. 

Tho City Engineer reported on tho claim 
for damagos made by D. J. Stoinberger, for 
tho flooding of his proporty at Elk lake, and 
it was ordered that a copy bo sont to Mr.

HARRIS spoke ugainst it, as he 
thought one man could not look after tho 
work, and that tho present Bystcm would bo 
more satisfactory, especially aa the foremen 
had been told that they must go to work 
liko tho rest of tho men. 

Ald. STYLES spoke in favor of tho pro- 
sent systom and against tho motion. 

After further discussion the resolution 
was declared carried on a show of hands. 

Ald. Wilson moved that leave bo granted 
to introduce a by-law authorizing that a 
sum of monoy not exceeding $100,000 be 
raised by way of loan for Bcwerago pur- 
poaea. Ho said : 

" My deairo iB that the wholo city Bhould 
bo fully aowered, and many other things 
done to place Victoria in tho front rank, as 
the most desirable rcaidenco portion of tho 
Pacific Coast. As a representative of James 
Bay at tho Municipal Board, it might bo 
oxpected by Borne of tho ratepayers of that 
ward that I should firat give attention to 
its requirements. I am not onu who be- 
lieves that all tho energies of an alderman 
from any particular ward should bo blindly 
dovotod to the ward that electa him. Tho 



oity as a whole ia my ward,-, and its 
interests will receive my utmost and 
devoted attention from what I consider 
a go-ahead, liberal and economical 
management. My first insight into civic 
alFaira was an inspection of tho maps of the 
sewerage system in the City Engineer's 
office. I at once buw tho necessity of com- 
pleting the system, includijg that portion 
of the city known as tho business area, 
about one-third of which is already sewerod, 
and of which no one street seems complete, 
so I determined to attack this portion of 
tho sewora by way of a beginning, with the 
view of having our business streets placed 
in u clean and useful condition. It ia need, 
less for mo to say that othor portions of tho 
city require sewers more or leas. Everyone 
ought to have tho benefit of sewerage. Tho 
steps I have taken are initiatory to 
the sewering of tho whole oity. 
I begin with what I hope to 
accomplish as a moans to the beginning of 
tho end. That tho soparato system adopted, 
after so much care and exponse to tho city, 
is concuded by competent authorities 
capablo of understanding tho requirements 
of this city to be tho best, ought to be a 
sufficient guarantee for those now in power 
to go on with that system, and loyally oarry 
out to completion tho Bchemo so far ad- 
vanced ; and, for myself, I hoartlly endorse 
tho separate system. 7,'hat one man should 
have a sewer to hia houso at the exponse of 
tho wholo oity, and another have none and 
yet bo taxed his sharo of tho other man's 
sower, is manifestly unjust and unreason- 
able, and it ia my intention to roctify this 
glaringly unsatisfactory condition of things 

in so far as I can That 

tho prosont Bystcm having been Btartcd 
with 8.100,000 of borrowed money— and that 
for fifty yoars — is in every way 
unfortunate, and a matter of much 
regret. It now only remains to 
try and somewhat mitigato this 
f»lso stop and adopt a bottor plan for our 
future public works. With tho exception 
of the main outlet tho sowers ought to bo 
paid for by tho property directly deriving 
tho benefit. Now, it will be necessary to 
enter into an estimato of tho cost pf tho 
main flowers and deduot their cost from tho 
total expenditure. Then assess the differ- 
ence to the property now sewered. I havo 
every reason to believo that the citizens of 
Victoria will not submit to pay in cash 
down for tho sowers they havo already laid. 
They having so long been accustomed to a 
good paternal city government to havo 
everything dono for them, out of tho city 
taxes and borrowed money, It ia now appar- 
ent that thia system must bo checked and a 
now method adopted. My schomo, under 
these circumstances, is that a modified form of 
Local Improvement must now bo followed 
und I propose to borrow a Bum of monoy on 
the city's credit, which can bo had moro 
easily and cheaply than on tho Local Im- 
provement, bond ayBtem in vogue in some of 
our neighboring cities on the other aido of 
tho line. Of courae 1 do not expect to please 
everybody and take u sewer to every man'a 
house at ouco, but it will all come in duo 
season. It iB better to deal with one dis- 
trict at a timo and thua coinplote what is 
already ao far advanced, This dono, it will 
ba in order to find out tho actual coat- 
minus the main outlots — of tho sowers laid, 
and assets the property receiving the most 
benefit therofiom per front foot, improved 
property and unimproved proporty alike, 
which amounts will be paid ofT in ten yearly 
piyments, thus wiping out tho actual cost 
of the sowera so asaeBsed. Persona wishing 
to pay at once will receivo tho benefit 
of actual coat and have no sharo in paying 
tho interest on money borrowod. Now aB 
to James Bay, tho Work estate, Spring 
Ridge, Victoria West and other portions of 
tho city, the Bamo pluu can bo adopted, 
either pay as you go or borrow money on 
tho ton years' plau on tho city bonds. You 
will seo from this plan that not one cent 
will come out of tho general city taxes to 
pay for sewering privato property. I am 
sure that any reasonable person will not ob- 
ject to pay hia small proportion for so much 
heue-fic as will bo derived from a properly 
constructed newor. Personally, 1 am op- 
posed to largo contracts. Small contracts ciu 
1)9 more easily handled. They save extrav- 
agance and needless waste, and, moreover, 
have tho advantage of giving employment to 
our own people, aa also any one who is used 
to such work can take a contract of, Bay, 
one or two blocks, and do tho work as 
cheaply as a large contractor would care to 
handle such business. Asa matter of fact, 
largo contractors sub-let moat of the work 
and quietly sit round until pay timo comes, 
when they pocket a sum that thoy practi- 
cally never earned. Under my scheme, 
there ia nothing to prevent privato owuera 
from making their own sowers, of course 
under the supervision of tho City Engineer's 
department and in conformity with the out- 
lined schomo adopted by the city. Tho resi- 
dents of any street might make their own 
sewora if so disposed, und pay for doing 10, 
and not be bothered with paying so much 
por year. The business portion of tho sow- 
ers are say, fifteen feet deep, while a resi- 
dent portion could manage with two or 
three feet. The coat por foot frontage to 
Buoh a etreot would bo very littlo and could 
be easily paid at once, but theso are ull 
matters of detail. Let us havo one portion 
dono at a time. More will rapidly follow. 

Tho resolution was unanimously adopted, 
after Aid. Styles had on inquiry been in- 
formed that this did not prevent the Board 
from dealing with tho scheme as they 
pleased — when tho by law was introduced. 

Ald. DWYER moved that a committee of 
three aldermen bo appointed to work in 
conjunction with tho Water Commissioner 
in thn management of tho department. 

Tho motion waa adopted, and the Mayor 
named Aid. Styles, Harris und Divyer us 
the committee. 

Ald./ Harris moved for leave to intro- 
duce a by-law for the laying out in cemetery 
plots of tho ground adjoining the Roib Bay 
comotery. 

Leave granted, and by-law read a first 
timo. 

Reports from the Financo committee woro 
presented and adoptod. 

Tho fire wardens recommended that tho 
tender of Bruckman A Ker for supplying 
tho feed of tho fire department horses bo 
accepted. Adopted. 

Tho Markot committee recommended that 
wire fencing bo put abovo tho gates of the 
market building, and that broken glasa bo 
mended. Adopted. 

Tho Printing committee recommended 
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Agents for British Columbia, MARTIN & ROBERT3QK, Victoria and Vancouver. 
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that a sample book of tho stationery re- 
quired in every department bo mado up and 
catalogued, so that tho cost of any such 
supplies may ho ascertained at any timo, 
and for convonienco in ordering. 

The Sewerago committee reported on a 
number of matters, amongst others referring 
the claim of E. Mohun ro the sowerogo plans 
to tho whole Council. 

Ald. Wilson - thought this'matter should 
be dealt with without any delay. 

Ald. Harms pointed out that Mr. 
Mohun'a plans had been based on informa- 
tion obtained from levels and contours pro- 
pared at the oxponse of tho city, a fact 
which had a very material bearing on the 
claim now beforo the Council. 

ALT). MtJNN thought the Soworago com- 
mittee should report what they think ef tho 
matter. 

Report adopted. 

A report from the Streets committee 
recommending several works was referred 
to tho Finance committee. 

A resolution authorizing tho payment of 
tho officials' salaries for January was 
adopted. 

The offer of Mr. McDowell for a lease of 
pasturo lots in James Hay for tho year wus 
accepted. 

ALD. Munn moved tho second reading of 
tho Assessment by-law. He announced that 
tho most important difference as compared 
with last year was that improvements nro 
now assessed at 25 per cent, of their value 
in place of SO per cent. Why tax on 
improvements had nob been altogether 
omitted was that tho revenue required at 
least '25 per ceut. apart from tho fact that 
tho Council had not the power to exempt 
improvements entirely, us both land 
and improvements havo to bo assessed to 
meet the sinking fund for the city debt. 
Tho assessment is to bo comploted by tho 
second Tuesday in April, a month curlier 
than usual. 

The Council went into committee of tho 
wholo on tho by-law, which was considered, 
adopted, und duly passed by tho Council, 

Tho Comotery by law was read a first 
timo. 

The Mayor announced that tho Esti- 
mates by-law would bo ready in u duy or 
two. 

Tho bourd adjourned at 10:25 p.m.
